and ſhake it yery much z and went towards the Pulpit, 
and in the way tooke with-itthe Lime and Sand fromthe 
wall, and grated the wall , and 4cfaced it being new] 
whited ; and coloured the Pulpit blacke,and left it moyſt, 
as if it had beene newly wipedover with Incke.

A Bowling-Ally neare the Churchyard, was tutned up 
into pits and holes.

A little beforenight, ſome were {ent into the Church 
to fetch out the dead bodics, who found a couple of little 
children, walking chearcfully, hand th hand, and ſeemed 
by their countenances , that they had beene nothing at- 
irighted with the fearefull ſights that they ſaw, nor with 
the lamentable crying of the people, nor to have cryed 
becauſe their mothers were gone. - 

On hitſundaylaſt, 1640. inthe Pariſh of Anthory in 
Cornewell, when the people Were kneeling at the Commu:- 
nion.great clapsof Thunder were heardzas though divers 
Cannons had beene ſhot off at once, and extraordinary 
and moſt fearefull flaſhes of Lightnings, and aterrible 
and unſpeakeable ſtrange ſound) tothe great amazement 
of the people; and when the Miniſter. was turning to- 
wards the Communion-Table, togive the Cup after. he 
had given the Bicad, he ſaw (to his thinking ) a flamins 
fire about his body, and withall,: heard a terrible and un- 
ſpeakeable ſound, and had no hurt, ſave that the outtide 
of one of his legs was ſcalded. 

Preſently after that, divers balls of fire came intothe 

Church, and ſtrucke one Ferdinando Reepe on the fale-of 
his left foot, with ſuch a violence, as he- thought his foot 
had been ſplit in pieces, and was for a while depriyedof

Sacraments are abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to ſalvation, in appointing Bapriſime in 
po wxh Gach haſte, that if neceſſitic require, he that 
aptiſes need not ſo much as to ſay the Lords Prayer ;. 
and out of which they may prove that Sacraments give 
grace by their worke wrought, in ſaying Children that 
are baptized have all thinss neceflary to falvation, and be 
undoubtedly ſaved. It hath other places, out of which 
they may prove more Sacraments than two, which they 
ſay, every Pariſhioner who is already baptized ſhall com- 
municate, and ſhall aifo reccive the.Sacraments, and thag 
wo Sacraments are generally neceſſary. to prove (alvati- 
on ; asif there were others, cithernot ſo generall, or not

'T Hough likewiſe they amend allithoſc errors, and tha 
there were no materiall error in it at all , though they 
reade nothing but Scriptures yea, and char all their pray . 
ers and exhortations were nothing but words of Scrip- 
cure ; yet ſuch a Liturgie were not lawfull to be madethe 
onely torme of Gods worſhip in publike ; for though x 
formed Liturgie may be to ſerve for rule to other Chur- 
ches, and monuments to poſteritic, what formes are u- 
ſed, or that it may leade the way, or be a direCtion to 
thoſe that are beginning in the Muniſtery ; yet it is notby 
reading of prayers and exhortations that the Lord ap- 
points his ſervants of the Miniſtery to worſhip him, or 
edefic his people, but he hath _ gifts tothem toex- 
horr, pray, and preach, which they ought to ſtirre up 
and ufc, and though they may in their private ſtudies 
take helpe of other mens gifts, yet ir is nor lawfill fora 
man to tie humſelfe, or be tied by others, to a preſcript 
ww of words in prayer and cxhortations , for thetc 
caſons.
